1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 



Claim Objections 

2. Claims are 1 -5 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 1 
line 3 "a elastomeric cover" should be "an elastomeric cover". Claim 1 line 14 and claim 
5 "forward, towards" should be "forward towards". Claim 2 line 1 "wherein a lip seal 
cover" should be "wherein a lip seal covers". Claim 3 line 3 "prongs so that, when" 
should be "prongs so that when". Claim 3 line 4 "the cover returns to it original shape, 
and" should be "the cover returns to its original shape and". Claim 3 also needs a 
period at the end. Claim 5 line 2 "a trigger mechanism, a dispenser mechanism" should 
be "a trigger mechanism, and a dispenser mechanism". Claim 8 line 5 "and as" should 
be "and a". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1 -5 and 7-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Examiner notes that Claim 1 lines 8-1 1 state 
"the pusher bar, upward extending leg and a hook element... the extending leg is set 
back from an opening situated on the fore wall of the lower housing and a hook 
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element". Examiner notes that the hook element needs to be positively recited in the 
claim and the second mentioning of the hook element needs to be referred to as said 
hook element. Examiner notes that without these corrections it appears that the claim is 
claiming two separate hook elements when Examiner believes it should be claiming 
one.
